The family 
were away from home visiting 
relatives in South East Missouri, 
where they went three weeks 
ago. 

There are several surmises as 
to how the house could have 
caught on fire but the most pro- 
bable and i)lausible one is that it 
was set accidently by the care- 
leta throwing of a cigar itub or 
cigarette in the dry graas in 
front of the house. 

Those who first discovered it 
aay that the vard and porch 
were on fire first, but on account 
of the hour and the slow arrival 
of Yolunteere, the entire house 
was doomed before enouijh help 
arrived to save even the con- 
tents. Nothing was saved. 

The fire fighters seeing no 
hope of saving the house or any 
of the contents devoted their 
time and eifmrts to saving the 
residence of Mrs. E. H. Porter, 
occupied by the owner and Rev. 
J. B. McNeely and family and 
at first this was considered 
impossible and everything was 
taken out and piled promiscuous- 
ly in the street or on adjacent 
lota. 

By hardwork and the timely 
arrival of the Chemical Engine, 
recently ordered "on trial" by 
the City Council, the fire fiRhters 
stopped the fire at Stone's out- 
baildings, thbs preventing it ex* 
tending to Mrs. Porter's out- 
buildings which were dose at 
hand and connected at the west 
end with her residence. There 
was no damas?e by fire to the 
Porter premises. The loss on 
the Stone hooie and contents is

tions thereon in letters and fig- 
ures giving di»-Pctions and dis- 
tances to the p)int to which the 
road leads.

The course uf study rcpredLiits the best idraw 
of the teachers of the whole state. 

If thoughtful study is given the course of study ono can f^nin 
efliciency andean avoid the necessity of having thirt.v or more cIhssl-.s 
a day as are now sometimes f lur; I in tht> rural schools. One tiftii of 
Kentuclcy's Teachers will, when ihey begin school this year, start 
each at the first of the book and follow the book pago by page, and 
will I i . '.iatilv haveleight or ten classes in arithmetic, while if the 
course i.f study is followed this will not be d me. Buoks only organize 
subjects so that children can ur,:>p the topic as a complrto whole ami 
are not *o be relied upon entirely. The course ef stuay dues not des- 
troy the individuality of the teacher. 

Tlie Superintendent has a right to know that you are giving a 
ct ruiin amount cf information, and that all teachers should meet the 
n (luironii nts. "Tis said. "Crittenden County Schools i.rc in advance 
of must in tbe(Btate," but if a ci.ild from one district moves into an- 
other, he should be able to continue his work and this can be done if 
the course of otody ia folk>wed and thero are good teachora in overy 
school. 

The Commonwealth of Kentucky has a right to oxpeet each 
teacher as its agent to co grade the schools that pupils can go on to 

jjraduation. No people give better service for the money received 
than the t< aciiers. Kei;tuck\ hi( estate pays a luffic ient amount, yet 
when counties and school boards pay more they have a right to expect 
better sonrieo.

It 
will be a generous estimate to 
say that the iak» is now about 
one third full; and that the Chag- 
re« River will have to discharge 
120.000,000.000 morf> cubic feet 
of water into the big basin be- 
fore the contemplated level is 
attained. The rainy season at 
the isthmus has just altnut set 
in, and, thus far, the rainfall 
has been below normal. Divid- 
ing the present foot-second flow 
of thr- Chagres into the number 
of cubic feet required to fill the 
lake, the conclusion is reached 
that the 80-foot level will not be 
attained in the basin until the 
end of the year.

Discipline means avoiding [>utiishment and the personality of the 
teacher has much to do with this. The teacher who enters her room 
quiet, masterful and reserved, will not have to punish her pupils. 

This attitude comes only by experience. Teachers shouM be careful 
If pupils leara to like the teaehara it removee the greateat need of 
punishment. 

There is a clash of personality when pupil and teacher meet for the 
child ia "measuring strength" and this probably comes from the in- 
stinet of self preservation. 

That teacher is very anfor'u'iaf who has some physie il defect or 
manr.erism for unless this teaciier is tactful it will become the cause 
of disorder. 

Teachers should carefully study "self." Loud talking is unneces- 
sary. Disorier comes from lack of sympathy. Do not pet or fondle 

children, they >>«come tired of it. Keep self in the back ground tia a 
grave mistak«< to b? big "I." Sincerity and earnestness with high 
ideals will so-jH h.ive co-operations of the pupils. Teachers .should 
have sufficifnt training to be skillful in their work Do not be afraid 
of making taistakes, plunge in and endeavor constantly to improve. 
See to a ca-eful or«(anisation of your work if you wish to be able to 
keep intenst and enthueiam during the whole year. If you can keep 
pupils interested ia their work there will be no trouble in iliscipline. 
Some pu';>il8 dislike work because of its improper acaption. 'Tis sel- 
dom we gnd a teacher who ia aUe to avoid all tMmiebmeet, soma pu- 
pil- are so us«.d to it that then necessary. All poniahmon must be 
to correct and never with tha idea of getting even. Tis never well 
to puDish one as an example to others. Never punish pupils publicly. 
Teacl^)rs lofcc their hold on pupils they have humiliated. Always ^ 



make tha panishmeat aa lif ht aa peaaibla. Kapveaf by a wcfd or 
even a look may be sufficient to stop a distu baaee. 

Whispering may demand a removal of seats. Every school has 
privileges that may be taken away. Consulting parents is most effec- 
tive. Let the parents know you are interested. 

Always keep back extreme measures until the last. Suspension 
may correct, sometimes expelling is necessary. Often whipping is 
needful but it takes a wise teacher to know. Slapping: and striking 
over the head are more brutal than whipping.
